Departraent of sgriculture estimates
acreage coiton planted at 25,538,000
acres, an increase of 2,086,080 acres or
8.07 per cent over production area of
last year. The eslimate increase is
7.068 per ceni- o T
Alabama; 8.06 per cent in Texas and
Georgia; 9 per cont in Lenisiana and
Tennessee; 10 in North Carolina, Mise
eissippi and Arksnsas; 18 io Indian
Territory ; 18 in Okiahoma; 25 in Vir-
einia; and 27 in Missoari. The in-
crease is more or less localized, being
least where ihe populat’on i3 most
dense and greatest where cotton grow-
ing has been less extensive. The
average condition en Juuze lst was
825 as compared with 85.7 on June
1st Jast year, the luweft June condi-
tion in twenty years.

IN THE FHILLIPPINES,

—_—

A Fairfleld Boy Describes a Fight With
Fllipinos.

Cagayan, Mindane Island, Philip-
pines, April 14,—I wrote you while
we were camped on the Luneta at
Manila and hope thal it reached you.
We sailed from Manila on February
14th on ({ransports Salvadora and
Castebano snd the 45th regimenut on
U. 8. trapsport Tarar. The Ist kat-
talion of our regiment was nnloaded
al Lagaspi and 2o0d and 3rd battalions
with the 45th regiment were unloaded
at Neveva Caceres on extreme south-
ern portion of Luzsn Island, The 1st
battalion had quite a fight & Lagaspi.
The 2od and 3cd bad no fighting but
s great dea! of heavy marching through
the mountains and captured from the
insurgents something over a handred
Spanish prisoners who were in an
awfal physical condition. On March
23rd we were again loaded on the
same _transperts leaving the 45th at
Neveva Caceres to garrison the town.
On March 29th we landed at this
place, 3rd battalion consisting of
companies I K G and M with colonel
and steff and band. The patives sur-
rendered the town ,witheut any re-
gistance, with twelve Remington rifles,
which they claimed were all. Nearly
all of the patives Jeft the town on the
following day, and on the mornicg of
April 7th they attacked the town at
about 5 o’clock, 1,200 strong, with
spears and shields and abont 200
Remington, Springfield rifies, and
shotgnuns, T wo<..u guard at the time
and saw the .1k from the stut. I
was corperal o! the guard at M-jor
Case’s quarters, which consisted of
three men and wyself, with one on
post two bours at a time. The guard
stood inside of the front doo in the
hallway asd the seotry walked just
outside the door on the street, and
Msjor Case, wilh Lieat. Fistcher and
Lien. Berchard, sleepivg abeve
They made Msjor Case’™s their main
poiut of .ttack, asit wus banalion
headgunarters. At S o’clock the sentry
called ns and ssid that we had better
getup a7 ke c.u ! hear 8 strange Wi jsc
gome distance off. As soon as |
awoke and heard the noise I kuew
whatit was aud siarted to lord my
gun. Asl went 10 the dovrand upon
reaching the street and looking duwn
at about 200 yards distance I conld see
at leest 100 eoming ina run and yell-
ing, flinging their knives over their
beads. We commenced t» shoot by
vaolleys into tkem, which had no effeet,
ard they kept comiug, and when with
in atont 25 vards of us we rel.cited
ba:k ingide the doer in the hiliway
aud Lhey cime in on ns with their
bolocs and we u:ed our guuve as clubs
aud thooling at the simutime The
fir:t three that came in cut onc of the
guards 2ll to pieces with tbeir boives,
which ounly left three of us. Tiey
were trying to make their way up the
slairs where th: officers were slce; ing
at the time, but we succeeded iu keep-
ing them dower. They bronght ladders
with them and put them 10 the win-
dow~ am! trui+l 10 go mp, but rhe (M-
cers ~ho 1them frow above ss fast as
they could sta.-inp. We guards had
to figkt hand to hand with them anmiil
tbe companies could get oul, which
took sabout filteen minates. I can’t

see how we gnards zot out with ear
lives, as the heuse was ehot ail to
pieces and the bolo men inside on us.
As soon as the companies got ont they
gaarged on them and drove them in
every direction, shooting them down
every step. After everytbing had
quieted down we found that we had
killed six and wounded one., They
took no prisoners, but killed every-
thing in sight. When they went to
hunt up the dead and wounded they
found two dead American soldiers,
who were boloed to death on the ont-
post, and tenm wounrded Americaus,
two of whom bhave since died from
their wounds. The captain of my
company was shot through the foot
and left yesterday with the wonuded
for Manila on the U. S. hospital ship
Relief. They found 52 dead insarg-
ents apd 12 wounded. We buried
the dead mnext day and took the
wounded to the hospital where they
are receiving (reatment, and every
now snd again one will die, There
are two in the hospital who are shot
six times throngk the head with Erag-
Jogenson 1ifles and are still living and
look as if they will recever. The out-
post bad a very close shave, enly two
of them being killed. Since the at-
tack the Msjor haa ordered that when-
ever I am on guard that I be sent to
his guarters, which relieves me of the
dangerous eutpost. The natives have
mostly 1l returned to their homes in
the town and report 100 of tkeir men
killed and 150 wourded. We are still
finding dead ones _en the ontskirts of
the town, and for six miles each way
von-<an see blovd all over the road
and in some houses, which goes to
show that a greatmany were wounded.
We are now prepared You_an attack at
any time and looking for if.~J thiok

next time. We rise Jevery morning at
4 o’clock and each company takesits
position as they attack every time jast
at day-break. It they ever attack us
while in position there will be han-
dreds of them killed and then we will
never have any more attacks at this
place. The Msjor thinks thatl they
will not attack us sgain, and I hope
they won’t. We will remain here the
balance of our enlistment and garrison
the town. C(agayan is on the morth-
ern portion of the Island of Mindano
and a much healthier country than
Luzon, We have very little sickness
in the regiment at present, and what
little we have is chills and fever.

I will have to closs this, but will
write you again before many days and
a somewhat better piece. I am om
guard every other day. We have &t
present a very strong gusrd and will
continne to keep it on fora while
whieh makes it very hard on the men.
